M. A. Dauphin, President of the Louisiana 
State Lottery company, died at his home in 


this city this afternoon, after a week’s illness, 
of pneumonia, though he had been a sick man 


for many years. Dr. Dauphin was born 53 
years ago in Wessenburg, near Strasburg, Al- 
sace, then a French province. He received a 
collegiate education, and at the age of 16 
came to America, landing at New Or- 


leans with his brother, who is now 
in the Northwest. Here he utilized a 
talent for drawing and knocked about 


considerably in an effort to support himself, 
at one time working as a sculptor. He fell in 
witn some local medical colebrities and 
studied medicine. He graduated from the 
New Orleans school in 1862, but embarked in 
commercial pursuits during the remainder of 
the war. For several years thereafter he 
practiced his profession. In 1868 the lottery 
company was organized with Charles T. 
Howard as its President. In the early seven- 
ties Mr. Howard gave up the Presidency, re- 
taining all his interests in the company, and 
Dr. Dauphin, a large stockholder, was elected 
his successor, since which time he had been in 
active and continuous cuntrol of the big insti- 
tution. 

The deceased was extremely charitable, and 
is said to have supported scores of families as 
well as largely contributing to established and 
occasional charities. He spoke six languages 
fluently, was fond of all intellectual pursuits, 
and while essentially domestic in his habits

CLOSURE IN THE SENATE. 

Mr. Aldrich of Rhode Island has apparently 
studied to good purpose the parliamentary 
conduct ‘of Mr. William Henry Smith, the 
Conservative leader in the British Commons. 
At a session of the Senate last week Mr. 
Aldrich reported from the Committee on 
Rules an amendment, which is. in substance 
as follows: n 

Wnen any bill or resolution or other question 
shall have been under consideration for a reason- 
able time it shall bein order for any Senator to 
demand that debate thereon shall be closed. On 
such demand no debate shall be in order, and 
pending such demand no other motion, except one 
motion to adjourn, shall be made. If such de- 
mand be seconded by a majority of the Senators 
present the question shall forthwith be taken 
thereon without debate. 

This is copied from what is known as the 
“closure rule of the British Commons, 
which has been found to work admirably in 
practice. It has expedited business, and it 
has been so applied that there has been no 
reasonable ground of complaint even on the 
part of the Irish members, against whom it 
was intended that it should be enforced. 

The adoption of such a rule by the United 
States Senate is needed in order to remove the 
legislative block. The time of the American 
House of Lords is now taken up almost wholly 
in the delivery of long-winded speeches which 
nobody listens to and nobody reads. The

A dispatch to 
the Philadelphia Times from New Orleans 


says: 

This fact is not known outside of New Orleans, 
and is not generally known even in this city. The 
reason is to prevent the winning of the capital 
prize of 8800. 000 or any of the lesser prizes varying 
down to $100,000 and lower. The company was 
forced to this step by the action of the Govern- 
ment in prohibiting the lottery from using the 
mails. The fact is that the sale of tickets has 
been so reduced that the chance of winning is re- 
duced in proportion. This the numerous dupes 


do not understand, and in purchasing their 


tickets do not know that the capital prize is not 
put in the wheel, Only one-fourth of the $600,000 
will go in the wheel, and the same proportion of 
the $200,000, $100,000, and of all other prizes. As 


the agents receive 15 per cent for the sale of 


tickets, the purchasers of tickets in this swindle 
can figure from the above their reduced chances 
of winning—with only fractions of prizes in 
view. 

By various underground processes and cun- 
ning evasions of the law the lottery sharks 
still manage to place some of their tickets on 
sale in Northern cities, but the risks in the 
transactions are so great that the demand has 
fallen off materially and the business is so ex- 
pensive as compared with the former methods, 
when Uncle Sam was a silent partner, that 
little profit accrues from outside sales. The 
business of the gamblers in reality is local. 
The daily drawings still continue in New Or- 
leans and whatever profits are secured come

NO CONGESTION OF IMPORTS. 
The statement isgmade by some papers 
that the “enormous quantities of im- 


ported goods held in bond at New Tork 


hang over the country in a discourag- 
ing way.” The story must be told for 
political effect or in sheer ignorance of the 
facts in the case. That some departments of 
trade are well supplied with goods imported 
in anticipation of the increased tariff need not 
be denied, but there is no general congestion. 
On the contrary, the New York people are sur- 
prised to fina that the imports at New York 
fot the month of November were about $6,000,- 
000 in excess of the valuation for the cor- 
responding time last year, being a gain 
of 9 per cent, and fully justifying the 
remark by President Harrison in his 
message in regard. to the increase in 
imports. Appraiser Cooper of that port is 
quoted as saying that there seem to be just 
as many foreign goods coming here as ever,“ 
and he is putting the case mildly, seeing the 
imports for last month were some 30 per cent 
larger than those for the same-time in 1888. 
The movement is a complete surprise to the 
business-man as well as the politician, since 
the adoption of the new tariff was generally 
expected to cause an immediate and large de- 
crease in imports. The papers referred to 
must be taking it for granted that the popular 
expectation is justified by the facts, and so do 
not take the trouble to post themselves on the 
matter. Hence they are badly misrepresent- 
ing the situation, and thus misleading such of 
‘their. ers as rely on their statements. 

It is erstood that there are still in bond 
goods i prior to Oct. 6, the duties on 
which will amouut to perhaps as much as 
$8,000,000, about one-third of which is due on 
tobacco. This does not indicate that the 
quantity of textile goods on hand isso large 
as to be called enormous, and certainly it 
does not interfere with a continued and free 
importation of that class of goods which are 
being readily sold at the higher prices. In 
fact, thetrade journals, which are supposed to 
aim to keep their readers posted as to facts, 
irrespective of political or other considera- 
tions, that stocks of dry goods are well 


under control. One of them reports that “a 
steady demand has set in, and in con- 


sequence stocks have been brought down 
from the | heavy accumulations then (Oct. 1) 
on hand to most satisfactory proportions. 
Prices are still looking steadfastly upward.’’ 
Another reports a fair demand for knit woolen

crease and no reason therefor, except mill- 
boss greed brought to bear on the reckless, 
unfaithful Ways and Means Committee, which 
was utterly indifferent to the effect of the im- 
position on the public. : 

It will be noticed that the duty was changed 
from ad valorem to specific. The reasons for 
this were, first, that the increase would not be 
clearly seen by the public; and, second, that as 
invention and improvement chéapen the cost 
of making foreign as well as domestic en- 
velopes, the protection will necessarily be- 
come gradually and constantly higher, and the 
mill boss will not have to divide any ot the in- 
crement with the workmen, but will be en- 
abled to pocket the whole gain. In the volume 
of statistics and explanations prepared for the 
use of the Senate by Senators Aldrich (R. I.), 
Allison (Ta.), and Hiscock (N. I.), in obedience 
to the resolution of Mr. Plumb, the increase 
was admitted in the following words on 
page 99: : 

It is well understood that the rate proposed [25 


cents per thousand] is a large increase over exist- 
ing rates on the cheaper qualities of envelopes. 


As a contemporary remarks: The Senate 
committee did not explain why it had been 
deemed expedient to increase so largely a duty

Some of the Democratic Senators have al- 
ready threatened to debate the proposed clos- 
ure rule of Senator Aldrich till the 4th of 
next March if necessary in order to prevent 
its aduption. It is doubtful, however, whether 
this threat will be acted on. Parliamentary 
usage will justify the cutting off of debate 
on a rule which is intended to prevent the pro- 
longation of debate. Speaker Peel of the 
British Commons . established a precedent 
governing this matter when Mr. Smith’s 
closure rule was debated. The Irish obstruc- 
tionists tried to talk against time on the rule, 
Mr. Smith moved that as the rule had been 
sufficiently debated the question on its adop- 
tion be put. The Speaker ruled with Mr. 
Smith, and the closure was resorted to to es- 
tablish closure. The Vice-President, or who- 
ever presides in the United States Senate, can 
follow this excellent parliamentary precedent 
with advantage if the Democratic obstruction- 
ists render such a.course necessary. Closure 
must be adopted in the Senate if we are to 
have any useful National legislation this win- 
ter. The majority should be allowed to rule— 
and rule promptly—in this matter. 


THE ATROCIOUS TAX ON PHOTOGRAPHY. 
One of the most atrocious effects of the 


McKinley bill is its increase of the duties 
upon nearly everything connected with the art 
of photography in the interests of monopoly. 
Under the old law, cardboard in sheets, cut 
but not printed, paid a duty of 15 per cent ad 
valorem, and when printed or embossed 25 
per cent ad valorem. The McKinley law 
taxes these goods 35 per cent ad valorem 
whether in sheets, plain, printed, or embossed, 
being an increase of 20 per vent on the raw 
material and 10 per cent on the manufactured 
article, which is in the interests of a Phila- 
delphia manufacturing company. The duty 
on albumen paper, which is manufactured in 
Germany and cannot be produced here, has 
been increased from 15 to 35 per cent ad 
valorem, while paper unalbumenized pays 25 
per cent ad valorem. The tax on nearly 
everything in photographic lenses, glasses, 
chemicals, etc., has also been increased, 

For this unjustifiable tax on art there was 
no good reason, and photographers are right 
when they assert it was done to enable cer- 
tain individuals to overcharge them. Such a 
tax is debasing, vicious, and without much 
doubt unconstitutional. If it could be brought 
before the Supreme Court on its merits it 
would be (or ought to be) declared unconsti- 
tutional, as it was levied neither to obtain 


money. This time, however, they have. not 
their old and almost limiitless fund to draw 
upon. They are not in a condition to 
pay out thousands of dollars for votes. A short 
time ago they could offer huge sums and spena 
money by hundreds of thousands for their cor- 
rupt purposes, but the legislation of the Gen- 
eral°Government has curtailed their business 
and seriously crippled their ill-gotten receipts. 
That legislation will remain whether the gam- 
blers get a renewal of their contract or not 
and will continue to narrow down their busi- 
ness to local conditions. In that case Louisiana 
alone must bear the odium.

His na- 
tionality is also against him, for Dr. Magee is 
Irish by birth, education, and in tempera- 
ment. Mr. Gladstone appointed Dr. Benson, 
who was at the time Bishop of an obscure 
Cornish See, Archbishop of Canterbury, with- 
out inquiry into his politics. The appoint- 
ment did not give satisfaction at the time, but 
Dr. Benson’s course since has demonstrated 
the wisdom of the Grand Old Man's selection.

HIGH TARIFF, LOW WOOL. 


What a Gentleman Who “Edits a Farm” 
Has to Say on the Subject. 

The editor of the Jackson (Mich.) Patriot, 
besides editing that excellent journal, also edits 
a Michigan farm. In the latest issue. of hi 
paper he has something to say about the w 
market, which we copy for the benefit of our 


wool-growing readers : : 
When it comes to wool we know pretty well 
what we are talking about. We own 130 sheep, 
on a farm of 160 acres, from which the returns are 
not „and are interes in getting a fair 
price for the fleeces. We know, however, from a 
ful computation of reliable statistics for 
nearly a hun years, — t wool has 
averaged lower under hig! tariffs than under low 
We have no faith, therefore, in trade re- 
strictions as an agency for making money on wool. 
The sheep will eat up a lot of coarse food on the 
farm, which would othe be worthless, even 
if the tariff does knock us out of a few cents a 
pound on wool. If we depended on the farm for 
a living this would be a mare serious matter, but 
as our chief occupation now is helping to make 
the best and most reliable ne r in Central 
A ‘we care less for the injury done by the 
tariff on wool than we otherwise might. Still, it 
is not papery to have one’s products lowered in 
rice by a lot of 8 restrictionists, who ought 
know better. tall interests are so bound 
together that a minority must suffer from the un- 
wise action of a majority.
